For many months public attontion has 
been directed to the stopa which Te was 
believed were being actively taken by His 
Majesty's Foreign Minister ‘to overhant 
and put ona now and satisfactory footing 
the various British interests in railway 
matters in China, These expectations 
owed their origin to tle promise made in 
the House of Commons on July 5th 
fast yeur by Sir Edward Grey, when 
ho, stated. that immediately on the re- 
turn to this country of tho rotiring 
British Minister to Chins ho would discus, 
with him the relative situation, and there- 
after ho would commence nogotintions with 
tho Imperial Chinese Guvornment as totheir 
obligations to. British subjects in railway 
matters, Sir Ernest Satew arrived in 
England some weeks Inter, but, with the 
exception of tho signature at Poking in 
November lust of what wero said to bo two 
“provisional” contracts regarding small 
issues of Londs in Loudon to complete the 
Nanking and Shanghai Railway and to 
start tho Cantun line, nothing whatever hax 
publicly transpired of any nection having 
been taken such as was promised. ‘These 
issues, although for small amounty, were 
conspieu ty at the time for the refusal of 
the public to subscribe, Three weoks ago 
4 statement was made in the Houso of 
Commons ta the effect that each interest 
was now bving dealt with separately, but. 
on inquiry in the proper quarterit is found 
that parties concerned complain of ontire 
inattention and inability to secure informa- 
tion ag to anything having been done on 
their behalf. 

Ag an illustration, it may be stated that 
the North China Railyay' debts of March 
lst, 1899, remain unpald, which is very 
remarkable, sceing that theso obligations of 
the Imperial Chinese Governmeéntave on the 
same footing a8 acdc, tod. bill: ‘payablo on 
demand in this country: “This unbusi- 
nesslilte mady of treating theso lina totally 
undermined Public: confidence in Chineso 
Government . Railiray: | ponds, Every 
issuo through tho eaimo parties is equally 
affected, ioach’ now ono .only’ sorving to 
increaso tho linbility and rig the outside 
holder. Further, all those bonds now 
existing are understood to bo in the hands 
of the nominees of tho loan contractors, 
who maintain at their highest possible point 
the relative public quotations. It has been 
already clearly demonstrated that, ulthough 
the prospectus promised that the “uncondi- 
tional guaranteo” of the Imperial Chinese 
Government will accompany the bonds, 
froin the stato of nflairs and the rolation- 
ships of parties thix cannot at present 
come into operation. 

Again, for some time the Lnperial Chi. 
eso Government have been exposed to 
serious additional tisk, Théro were con- 
tracts made some years ago’ with other 
parties for raitway construction in China, 
with which it has been impossible to pro- 
ceed, owing to this present anomalous state 
of Chinese Government credit’ in railway 
matters, Theso parties haye declined to 
allow thoir interests to rennin ‘indefinitely 
in suspense, and lave therefore now 
preferred heavy claims for damages against 
the Imperial Chinese Government, 

The Chinese Governmont have stated 
that they proviously made provision for 
payment of the debts referred to, but that 
the money fell into tho hands of certain 
British parties, from whom they have been 
unable to recover it, and (hat these were 
in some way assucinted with the lean con- 
tractors, 

The public feeling in the matter is 
that His Majesty's Foreign Minister huis 
not succeeded ‘in putting “ first things 
first,” and that consequently matters have 
reverted to the stato in which thoy 
were hefore the present Ministry camo 
into oftice, In thei‘ editorial columns 
sevoral important newspapers havo en- 
dorsed this view, and expressed extreme 
dissatisfaction with the position, reminding 
their readers that when the previous 
Government went ottt of office the country 
was no less opposed to its Tarif! Roform 
than it was disgusted at its innctivity in 
securing an adjustmont of Chinese railway 
matters, thereby encouraging the growth: 
of a class of British interests in China

The public cxamjnation of Leung Ngan
